Nip Red Assassination Plot

| ATHENS, Dec. 25— ()—Police 
announced Thursday night they 
had rounded up 450 persons 1n 
connection with a Communist-in 
spired plot to assinate a number of 
prominent Greek politicians, in- 
cluding former Premier Stylianos 
Gonatas. 

| The announcement came a little 
more than 24 hours after Gen. 
Markos Vifiades, the leader of the 
anti-government forces in North 
ern Greece, proclaimed in a radio 
‘broadcast the setting up of an_in- 
dependent Communist State in the 
fighting zone. 


Police said they got their first 
intimation of the plot after ques- 
tioning two Communists charged 
with shooting and killing a police- 
man on the streets of Athens on 
Dec. 9. 

The police said the men. con 
fessed the plot and gave the name 
of 71-year-old Gonatas. leader of 
the National Liberal (Pro-Royalist) 
Party as one of the political lead- 
ers slated for agsassination. Go- 
natas was Minister of Public 
Works in the last Government. 
which yielded to the coalition now 
headed by Premier Themistokles 
Sophoulis, a Liberal Republican. 

There was nothing new from 
Communist sources on the creation 
of the so-called “First Provisional 
Democyatic Government of Free 
as announced by the

giou, Commander of the Third 
Army Corps, said at Salonika he 
believed the Vifiades regime had 
been established somewhere in 
Albania. He said Greek troops 
in the North had found no traces 
of such a regime established there 

Other Greek militat¥ men have 
said they belfeved Vifiades ‘has 
his headquarters in Yugoslavia. 

Premier Sophoulis predicted 
that the Communist State probably 
would be recognized by Albania. 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. 

The Communist press predicted 
in Paris today that the Soviet Sat- 
ellite States would extend recogni- 
tion to the Communist State—a 
move interpreted opening the 
way of more aid from those coun 
tries to the guerrilla forces.

UN Group Drafts Rules for Dope Control

LAKE SUCCESS, New York, 
Dec. 2 ——(#)—Strange new syn- 
thetic drugs, bright with medical 


promise but dark, too, with danger, 


are keeping the world’s dope fight- 
ers busy, 

The United Nations Commission 
on narcotic drugs, which has taken 
over the task of continuing and 
perfecting the international nar- 
cotics control program that first 
sprouted feebly into being 35 years 
ago, cites the new man-made drugs 
as one of two serious problems 
that have cropped up in addition 
to long-standing control difficulty. 

The drugs were developed by 
Germany during the war as sub 
stitutes for morphine and up to 
now their distribution has not 
been curbed by international law. 
One of them is known to be habit- 
forming though a boon for pain 
relief in childbirth. It is already 
being manufactured on a consider- 
able scale by reputable firms in 
some countries. 

Another produces a_ reaction 

comparable to morphine. It is now 
licensed in the United States and 
probably will be manufactured 
shortly in other countries. It has 
been declared dangerous and its 
distribution controlled, but the 
danger is that it may be diverted 
into underground traffic. 
One factory alone could flood 
the world with these synthetics. 
An unscrupulous chemist—given 
the right materials—could produce 
substantial amounts of them 
alone. 

So the United Nations secretari- 
at is drafting a- protocol which 
would place the synthetic drugs 
under the restrictions of the 1931 
Geneva Convention for limiting 
the manufacture and regulating 
the distribution of narcotic drugs. 

The Convention confines world 
manufacture of drugs to medical 
and s¢ientific needs and requires 
governments to furnish annual es; 
timates of those needs to an inter- 
national group of experts called 
the Supervisory Body. If a coun- 
try fails to send in its estimates— 
whether it is a signatory or not— 
the Supervisory Body can make 
an estimate for it and if the coun- 
try exceeds it, an embargo is 
placed on narcotic shipments to 
that country until the matter Is 
cleared up to the satisfaction ol! 
international authority. 

The new protocol will be circu 
lated to governments for observa: 
tions. The final draft must be 
signed arid ratified by a stipulated 
number. 

The second problem is an old 
habit of chewing coca leaves prev- 
alent in the South American An.- 
des. The juice dulls hunger and 
jazzes up the nervous system, so 
that for a time chewers work 
strenuously on relatively little 
food. 

But the final result is premature 
decay of body and mind. Since a 
large proportion of coca chewers 
are laborers, the habit has pro- 
duced serious economic and social 
problems in Peru, Argentina, Bo- 
livia, Chile, Columbia and Ecua 
dor. So the Commission recom 
mended that a study commission 
be sent to Peru and other South 
American countries which ap 
proved, 

But blood and thunder days 
have not ended in the long, hard 
fight to stamp out allicit trade in 
natural narcotics, as wilhess these 
recent episodes, 

Opium simugslers guns sputl fire 
and the revolvers of Uncle Sam's 
narcotics agents blazed in answer 
duwn on the Mexican-United 
States frontier on a warm June 
ufternoon in 1946 as American 
avents tried to seize smugglers in 
the act of delivering three kilo 
vrams of opium. Three of the 
smugglers were wounded before 
they dashed back to Mexico. Two 
are believed to have died. Six 
others connected with the inci- 
deut were indicted in the United 
States 10 days later.

inte a cake 50 grams of cocaine. 


and one and a half grams of mor 
phine sulphate and sent it lo a 
nephew in the Navy. When the 
nephew's friend tried to sell the 
lrugs (worth $14,000 in the un 
derworld market) his prospective 
“buyer” proved to be a detective. 

Fourteen kilograms of deadly 
heroin (valued at $1,296,000) were 
uncovered by customs officers in 
the linen cuplWoards of the Saint 
Tropez after she reached New 
York following a voyage from Mar- 
seilles. 

Yong Ah Yung, crew member 
of the SS Silver Oak, was halted 
at the Yellow Gate, Alexandria 
Dock, Bombay, and opium was 
found hidden between the insoles 
and soles of his shoes. 

The Commission handles 
dreds of reports like that as it 
continues the battle against illicit 
drug traffic. At least one of the 
international conventions the Com- 
mission produced —the Limiting 
Convention of 1931 — has been 
cited as a possible pattern for reg- 
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In Frozen Food Cabinets 
at Grocers Everywhere 
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ulating international disarmament 
and atomic control. The United 
States was a signatory to this and 
the USSR became a party to it 
after she joined the League of Na- 
tions. 

The 1931 Limiting Convention— 
and other international drug-re- 
stricting instruments were 
achieved after ineffectual begin- 
nings and frequent setbacks. Dele- 
gates to the first international con- 
ference on narcotic drug control 
at Shanghai in 1909 had no power 
to do anything but express their 
views, but their meeting led to 
the Hague opium conference of 
1912 which drafted a convention 
for opium control, This scarcely 
had time to become effective be- 
fore the miseries of World War I 
drove many to drug addiction in 
Europe and the world faced a big- 
ger anti-dope battle than ever. 

The peace conference gave the 
League of Nations § supervision 
over traffic in dangerous drugs 
and it functioned with outstanding 
success strengthened by §subse- 
quent international conventions. 
After World War II, the League’s 
drug activities were turned over 
to the United Nations Commission 
on Narcotic Drugs. 

Recently the Commission’s 
French delegate, Gaston Bourgois, 
summed up the success and 
nificance of the world’s’ poison 
drug battle as:

The three main sources of dan- 
gerous drugs are the opium poppy 
and its products (morphine, her- 
Olin, codeine, peronine, etc.), the 
coca-leaf (which produces. cocaine) 
and Indian hemp, which vields 
hashish and marihuana. 

Rightly used, many of these 
drugs are boons to mankind. but 
wrongly used they can wreck 
health, destroy men’s moral sense 
to such an extent they often be- 
come criminals, ruin their ability 
for constructive work. impoverish 
them, reduce them from producers 
and wage earners to. charitv 
Charges of the State and. because 
of these and other reasons. pro 
duce extremely serious economic 
and social problems for their coun- 
tries. 

Most conclusive evidence of the 
harm which drug addiction can do 
to a nation is found in China 
where the poor living conditions 
and lack of opportunity prevail- 
ing before the twentieth century 
led many to the bamboo pipe and 
the exotic dreams it induced

Die in Flames Witchcraft Still Lives in Georgia: 
Cures’ for Hiccoughs to Asthma 


At Yule Party 


GARDNERVILLE, Nev., Dec, 25 
(P\—Seven and possibly nine In- 
dians were burned to death in a 
gasoline explosion which resulted 
from a violent quarrel during a 
Christmas party early Thursday. 

Ten other Indians were burned 
critically. The fire turned a gam- 
bling shack at the poverty strick- 
en community of Dresslerville into 
a flaming inferno. 

Sheriff James Farrell said the 
explosion occurred about 3:30 
a.m. when one of the celebrants 
threw a gallon jug of gasoline on 
a stove which he had kicked over. 

The explosion engulfed the 30 
foot-square shack in an instant 
and trapped the Indians before 
they could escape. 

Farrell said seven bodies had 
heen recovered and _ tentatively 
identified as Mrs. Ada Jim, 40, 
and her three children, Violet, 6, 
Mildred, 3; and Lyle, 14: Mrs. 
Jim's daughter-in-law, Flora Jim, 
21, and two men, Whitney Washoe 
and John Christiansen, each 60. 

The Sheriff said Myrtle Franks 
was missing and bones found in 
the ruins might be hers. 

Sheriff Farrel] said his investi- 
gation reported this story: 

Greeley Jim, an Army paratroop 
veteran and operator of the 
gambling shed, became intoxicat- 
ed. The man’s father, Willie Jim, 
then entered the shack and tried 
to calm his son. 

Greeley threw his father out of 
the shack, returned, kicked over a 
gasoline stove, then hurled the jug 
of gasoline. His mother, Flora, 
died in the fire.

Industry Will Remember 1947 
As Year of the Taft-Hartley Act 


WASHINGTON, Dec. ?°—(/)— 
In labor-management history 1947 
will be remembered as the year 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The first six months were dom 
inated by its passage through Con- 
gress. The last six months were 
dominated by the efforts of 
unions, emplovers and Government 
officials to adjust themselves to it. 


The year also was the year of 
“second round” of postwar 
wage increases. 

It was not a big strike year com- 
pared with 1946 and the final 
months of 1945. 

But more time was lost in 1947 
strikes—probably a little under 
35,000,000 man days—than in any 
prewar year except maybe in 
stormy 1919, when no _ records 
were kept. 
far the 
1947 was the 
April and May. 
man-days were 
alone. 

Most workers got their raises 
without striking. Amounts varied. 
The most common was 15 cents 
an hour. The main pattern-setting 
event was the signing of the steel 
contract in April. 

Prices continued to climb In 
1947, and toward the end of the 
year unions began demanding a 
“third round” of wage raises. 

As usual, “John L.” was much 
in the public eye.

Nominations for Atlanta’s “po 
‘liceman of the year’ could easily 
begin and end with the name of 


Det. Sgt. W. M. Cox—if the se 
lection is to be made on the basis 
of achievement, efficiency and de- 
votion to duty. 

Young and ambitious, Cox was 
placed second in command of the 
important burglary squad when 
the detective bureau was divided 
into specialized branches several! 
months ago. He immediatel,s 
launched a concerted effort to 
stamp out a ring of troublesome 
safecrackers preying at will on 
Atlanta stores. 

Trapping a safe burglar is con 
sidered quite a feat for a seasoned 
detective, for he is the most skill 
ed and resourceful of all criminals 
He must be caught “on the job” 
in order to guarantee a conviction. 

Cox's record shows seven con 
victions so far, with maximum 
sentences totaling 115 years. He 
has five more under double in 
dictments and awaiting trial. 

Safe burglaries have dropped 
from two to five weekly to an 
occasional amateur attempt, rec- 
ords show.

Georgia’s varmint-farm operators have 
no intention of relinquishing their lucra- 
tive racket unless they are absolutely 
forced to do so. 

One realizes this from reading a front 
page story in the Valdosta Times on the 
rapidity with which the latest clip-joint 
to be raided was reopened. 

“Four State Highway Troopers who ap- 
prehended four operators of a ‘zoo’ on 
Highway 41 yesterday and turned them 
over to the Echols Sheriff's office at 
Statenville to be held under $1,000 bond 
each, had the surprise of their lives when 
they returned to the roadside menagerie 
an hour or so later to find that the four 
zoo operators were back at the same old 
stand, doing ‘business as usual’,” reports 
the Times. “Only an hour or so earlier the 
Troopers had deposited the four alleged 
gambling racket operators with a deputy 


sherif,; in Statenville with the understand-- 


ing that the men would have to post $1,000 
bond each before being released. Arriving 
at the ‘zoo,’ the Troopers and reporters 
were somewhat taken aback to see the me- 
nagerie operators, listed as W. H. English, 
W. H. Hood, Arthur Brown and M. L. Gib- 
son, back at their roadside place of busi- 
ness. English stated that he had put up 


the $4,000 bond, but did not disclose how 
he and his ‘cohorts’ returned to the ‘zoo’ 
so quickly. There were no cars around 
the menagerie when the Troopers returned 
other than the ones left when the men 
were apprehended, and they had no cars 
with them in Statenville.” 

The ease and rapidity with which the 
varmint men returned to their lairs lends 
to the suspicion that they operate with the 
acquiescence if not the approval of at least 
some local officials. Moreover, as long as 
they are let off with fines as low as that 
levied in this case, they will doubtless con- 
tinue brazenly to flaunt the law. A Michi- 
gan couple patronizing the place at the 
time of the raid had already been hooked 
for $300 when the officers arrived. The 
daily take of these swindlers is in the thou- 
sands of dollars and it will require stiff 
jail sentences rather than $50 fines to dis- 
courage them. 

We trust that the good citizens of 
Echols and other counties in which their 
ilk operate will demand the prosecution of 
such con men to the fullest extent of the 
law. And that, if their local officers do not 
co-operate wholeheartedly in ridding their 
communities of these vermin, they will go 
to the polls and elect some who will.

_ the recipient appreciates it as perhaps the 
finest tribute a man may receive: It comes 


in recognition from young men who, be- 
cause of their youth and ideelism, are able 
to put first things first. None of them 
has benefited directly from the many great 
things which Robert W. Woodruff has 
done, or caused to be done, for Emory 
University. Yet each of the senior class 
knew that his Alma Mater and his own 
education was the better for these acts and 
that other classes would continue to reap 
the same benefits. It was a fitting dedi- 
cation. ms 

In looking over. the book we are 
pleased, too, that there was included an 
“In Memoriam” to the late Dr. Grady 
Clay, one of the State’s and the nation’s 
finest men and physicians whose untimely 
death saddened the community some 
months ago. 


Colquitt County's Agricultural Progress 


Few counties in Georgia have devel- 
oped as much in recent years as Colquitt, 
of which up-and-coming Moultrie is the 
county seat. 

One of the reasons for Colquitt’s pre- 
eminence is the fact that each year a defi- 
nite agricultural program is outlined along 
which the community's efforts are concen- 
trated. Last January, for instance, the 
County Agent and leading farmers agreed 
upon nine goals toward which to work 
during 1947. These included: 

1. Increasing the family food supply. 

2. Improvement of health and sanita- 
tion. 

3. Better planting seed and plants. 

4. More and better family and commu- 
nitv recreation. 

5. Livestock and pasture improvement. 

7. Improvement of farm homes. 

8. Improved marketing of agricultural 
commodities. 

9. Forestry and wildlife conservation. 

At the year’s end, Colquitt is able to 
cite genuine achievement in every field. 
These, as enumerated by the Moultrie Ob- 
server, include: 

(1) An increase of six percent in the 


number of dairy cows on farms where 
there were none before; (2) 12 percent in- 
crease in the number of garden projects; 
(3) addition of 60 new family orchards: 
(4) spraying of.7,964 housing units by the 
Colquitt County Health Department with 
DDT; (5) rat eradication of 7,892 farm 
and house units; (6) highly successful ex- 
periments with hybrid corn and one-vari- 
ety cotton; (7) doubling of the blue lupine 
seed crop to a million pounds through 
operation of a commercial drier; (8) con- 
siderable extension of rural recreation 
projects; improvement of breeding prac- 
tices through addition of purebred ani- 
mals; (9) conversion of an additional 500 
aces of land to pastures; (10) increased 
development of erosion control: (11) bet- 
ter’ system of labor placement, and (12) 
Inauguration of several new reforestation 
projects. 

Not every Georgia county, of course, 
could make as auspicious a showing every 
year as has Colquitt in 1947. But, un- 
doubtedly, all of them could prosper by 
following Colquitt’s idea of adopting an 
annual program and then working con- 
stantly toward its fulfillment.

Club. I doubt if many of the members even know the church 
affiliation of many of their conferees. I do know there was nothing 
sectarian about their choice of this Cancer Home, operated by 
Catholic Sisters, for their assistance. Perhaps they were influenced 
by the fact that the Sisters do not care what is the religious affilia- 
tion of any patient they admit into the Cancer Home. I under- 
stand the Protestants in the beds there outnumber the Catholics. 

Anyway, the Co-Operative Club members saw that this home 
was operating on almost less than the proverbial shoe string. That 
it needed, desperately, a lot of equipment and supplies and so forth 
if it was to continue its good work.

MacArthur s 
Political Game 


WASHINGTON-——Reports persist that Gen. . 
Douglas MacArthur, commander of our occupa 
— tion forces in Japan, still harbors an ambition 
to be the Republican Presidential nominee in 1948. 

To this end he is reported to be delaying purposely his long- 
awaited return to the United States until just prior to the national 
political conventions of next June. In that way his friends think he 
would be in better position to exploit the series of ovations he is 
bound to get when he finally sets foot on American soil again, 


Their reasoning is that the Republican convention is headed 
for a deadlock between the forces of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of 
New York. and Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. MacArthur, by timing 
his return to the United States at the psychological moment, might 
be hailed as the man of the hour—-the logical man to be selected as 
a compromise candidate for the Presidency. 


Hint If the reports concerning Gen. MacArthur's Presidential 
ambitions are true, he or his advisers must have been 
reading a chapter from the book on Gen. Ulysses S. Grant's political 
career. At least they seem to be determined not to make a mistake 
Grant did when he was seeking a third-term nomination for the 
Presidency. 
Somehow Grant's experience seems to have a bearing on the 
plans currently attributed to the conqueror of the Japs in the Pacific. 


After serving two terms in the White House Gen. Grant took an 
extended trip to Europe while his successor, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
held forth. He was accorded such an enthusiastic reception wher- 
ever he went that he decided to prolong his stay indefinitely. 


He was gone in all nearly two and a half years. Everywhere he 
was given the adulation of the crowned heads. From Europe he 
went on to Asia. The tempo of his reception grew in India, then 
China and Japan. It was the first time an American ex-President 
had ever made such a world tour and the yokels among the Gen- 
eral’s following were tremendously impressed. They had been duly 
informed of his exploits by newspapermen sent along with hum 
on the tour. 


Plans Back home the Old Guard forces in the Republican party 

had been laying plans to nominate Grant for a third 
term. He is supposed to have known about the arrangements and 
was an agreeable party to the enterprise. 

Realizing that he would get a tremendous ovation when he 
came back. his advisers sought to delay his return until the psycho- 
logical time. They wanted him to remain away from the country 
until just a few months before the national convention of June, 1889, 


But Grant got homesick in Tokyo and could not be prevailed 
upon by his managers to delay his return.any longer. Se he came 
back nine months ahead of the convention. 

What his managers feared happened. He was received in a blaze 
of glory when he landed in San Francisco. It was repeated tn every 
city through which he passed on his way East. 


But the blaze died down soon. And by the time of the national 
convention the following June most of the public ardor had cooled, 

Historians seem agreed that had Grant timed his arrival back 
into the country closer to the date of the party conclave he would 
have been nominated practically by acclamation. As it Was, he 
polled on the first ballot 304 of the 378 votes which were necessary 
to win. James G. Blaine was the runner-up with 284 votes. The 
convention went into a deadlock and on the 36th ballot James A, 
Garfield went over with 382 delegates. 

Grant’s Old Guard forces held out to the end. On the final ballot 
he had 306 votes, two more than he polled at the start. 


Timing Gen. MacArthur's strategists are apparently determined 
that he not* make the same mistake of coming home 
too early. It is conceded on all sides that when he does return he 
will be accorded an ovation that is his due as one of the great mili- 
tary leaders of the war. 

Like Gen. Grant, he will probably travel in a blaze of glory 
from the Pacific Coast to the Atlantic Seaboard. If all of this is 
timed right, it might have a great effect on the Republican con- 
vention. 

But it could all be spoiled if the Pacific Commander came home 
too soon. No definite date has been set, but MacArthur's home- 
coming is said to be scheduled for April or May. It will be interest- 
ing to see what happens, P

Question: Can motherhood 
turn a wife against her haos- 
band? 

Answer: Yes. This sometimes 
happens with a woman who is 
hypersensitive to pain, or who 
has a difficult delivery. Severe 
pain tends to make us feel a 
mixture of grief and rage: guilt, 
because it seems to be a punish- 
ment which we must have done 
something to deserve, and rage 
at the unfairness of our being 
made to suffer if we have done 
no wrong. By persuading herself 
that all she had to go through 
was her husband's fault, a neu 
rotic wife can satisfy herself 
that she is guiltiess, and give 
her rage an outlet.

Question: Should a divorcee 
wear her ex-husband’'s gifts? 
Answer: It’s a question of 
taste, though I see no reason 
why she should not if she likes 
them. Because the idea of being 
inconsistent or of having 
changed our minds is painful to 
most of us, divorced people of- 
ten tell themselves, they “never 
really loved” or even “always 
hated” the mate with whom 
they became so _ disillusioned. 
But this seldom is true, and the 
fact that you once loved one 
person does not bar the possi- 
bility that you have ceased to’ 
love him. or now love someone 
else.

Question: Should a person 
who “hears voices” see a 
doctor? 

Answer: Yes, particularly if 
he hears them regularly and not 
just as the result of a severe 
shock such as bereavement. The

prove he is not-ill. Experiences 
of this type are characteristic of 
“paranoia,” in which one part 
of the mind may be sick and 
grow worse, yet leave the rest 
apparently unaffected. T’ve 
known several paranoiacs who 
went on making a living. but 
this did not make them less in 
need of treatment. 


Question: Do men prefer their 
wives to be jealous? 

Answer: A good man men 
do in spite of the inconvenience 
it is apt to cause them. This 
may be due to the common (and 
often mistaken idea that some 
one who is not jealous of you 
does not love you. But. besides 
that, a man who is secretly “pos- 
sessive’ in his attitude toward 
his wife may feel that her be- 
ing jealous shows how scrious- 
ly she takes her marital] ties. For 
if she cannot endure his showing 
the least interest in another 
woman, she cannot consistently 
behave differently if another 
man is attentive to her. 


Question: Does being ill make 
you self-centered? 


Answer: Yes, quite naturally 
and inevitably. And the more 
acute the illness, the more 
“wrapped up in yourself” you 
will tend to be. Freud explained 
this on the basis of the fact that 
self-preservation is the primary 
goal of all our energies, both 
Physical and mental, and that 
illness demands greater concen- 
tration ‘of these on ourselves 
than is required when we are 
well. The process becomes neu- 
rotic when someone unconscious- 
ly prolongs an illness or becomes 
a “chronic invalid” as an excuse 
for self-absorption. 


Question: Do drunken fathers 
have defective children? 


Answer: No, says Dr. Paul 
Popenoe in “Eugenic News.” He 
maintains that both experiments 
with laboratory animals and a 
study of the histories of children 
of alcoholic parents prove that 
alcohol does not change the 
“germ plasm” of the father in 
such a way as to produce defec- 
tive offspring. He states fur- 
ther that there is no valid evi- 
dence that a predisposition to- 
ward alcohol is_inheritable, 
though because of the effects of 
their environment, members of 
alcoholic families “‘need to take 
much greater precautions.”

These Simple Recipes Give 


Housewite Deserved Rest

After spending most of 
Christmas Day in the kitchen, 
the average housewife wants to 
take it easy for a day or two. 

With the refrigerator still full 
of leftover turkey and other 
yuletide delicacies, she should 
be able to satisfy the family 
appetite adequately by the addi- 
tion of a fresh salad, coffee and 
a hot. bread. 

Here are a few recipes which 
can easily be made with the 
new hot roll mixeo: 


BRIOCHE 
(Yield: 16 Rolls) 

Make dough in. regular man 
ner using 2 whole eggs as part 
of liquid (dissolve yeast in 1/3 
cup water, stir in eggs and add 
water to total 1 cup). Follow 
either “Immediate Baking” or 
“Refrigerator Method” direc- 
tions. Form -.dough into balls 
1/3 the size of the finished roll 
and place in well greased muf- 
fin tins. Cover and let stand in 
a warm place until nearly dou- 
ble in volume. Bake 15-20 min- 
utes in a moderate oven (375-385 
degrees F.). 


BUTTER FANS 

Make dough in regular man- 
ner. Pat dough into a square 
about %4-inch thick. Brush sur- 
face with melted butter. Cut 
dough into strips 1 inch wide. 
Stack strips together and cut 
into 1%-inch pieces. Place cut 
side down in greased: muffin 
tins. Cover and let stand in a 
warm place until nearly double 
in volume. Bake 15-20 minutes 
in a moderate oven (375-385 
degrees F.). 


OLD-FASHIONED BISCUITS 

Make dough in regular man- 
ner. Form dough into balls 1/8 
the size desired for finished bis- 
cuits. Place close together in a 
greased 9-inch cake pan. Cover 


and let stand in a warm place — 


until nearly double in volume. 
Bake 15-20 minutes in a mod- 
erate over (375-385 degrees F.). 


DINNER ROLLS 

Make dough in regular man- 
ner. Roll dough into cylindrical 
shapes with tapered ends. 
Sprinkle top with poppy seeds, 
place on lightly greased baking 
sheet, Covet let stand in a 
warm place until nearly double 
in volume. Bake 15-20 minutes 
in a moderate oven (375-385 de- 
grees F.). 


SIMPLE SWEET ROLLS 
(Yield: 16 Rolls) 

Make dough in regular man- 
ner, using one whole egg as part 
of liquid (dissolve yeast in ‘'z 
cup water, stir in egg and adda 
water to total one cup). Roll 
dough one-fourth inch thick. 
Spread with shortening, brown 
sugar, nuts, raisins, etc. Roll up 
as a jelly roll; cut in one and 
one-half-inch slices. Lay flat on 
greased baking sheet. Cover and 
let stand in a warm place until 
nearly double in volume. Bake 
15-20 minutes in moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.). 

To make icing for sweet rolls: 
one tablespoon softened short 
ening, one cup sifted powdered 


and 


sugar, three tablespoons milk or 
water. 

Mix shortening in sugar. Add 
liquid to form a stiff paste. One 
teaspoon lemon or orange peel 
may be added if desired. 


BUTTERFLY ROLLS 
Follow directions for sweet 
rolls. After placing slices on 
baking sheet, make a deep 
crease across center of each roll 
with handle of a dinner knife. 
After baking fill :the center 

crease with jelly or icing. 


FRUIT FOLDS 

Make dough as suggested for 
sweet rolls and form as for Park 
er House rolls (see box). Re- 
move from oven, split open, fill 
with preserves or diced fruit. 
Spread thin coating of icing over 
top. 


COFFEE CAKE 
(Yield: 2 Cakes 

Make dough in regular man- 
ner using one whole egg as part 
of liquid (dissolve yeast in one- 
half cup water, stir in egg and 
add water to total one cup). 
Follow either 
ing” or “Refrigerator Method” 
directions. Use one-half of 
dough for coffee cake. Pat out 
dough to fit into a greased 8- 
inch baking pan. Perforate top 
with a fork. For streusel topping 

cift together one-third cup 
granulated sugar, one-third cup 
flour, one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. Then blend in three ta- 
blespoons butter until crumbly. 
Sprinkle this mixture over top 
of dough. Cover and let stand 
in warm place until nearly dou- 
ble in volume. Bake 20 min- 
utes in a moderate oven (375- 
385 degrees F.). 

For fruit topping: 
raw apples, peaches or 
drained canned fruit can be 
placed in parallel rows = on 
dough. Brush fruit with melted 
butter and sprinkle with brown 
sugar. 

If only one coffee cake is de- 
sired, sweet rolls may be made 
with the remainder of _ the 
dough.

Now that Santa has disap 
peared over the rooftops and 
headed North again, maybe we 
can get a little*peace and quiet. 
Maybe. In the let-down, you 
probably feel as spent as the 
tag end of the year and as old 
as Father Time himself .. . I 
know exactly. So lets disen- 
tangle yourself from the tinsel 
and red ribbon, and let’s take 
a constitutional. In other words, 
a walk. Well, it’s a better pick- 
up for your spirits than the 
usual remedy... far better. 

There is no great physical 
effort connected with walking 
... that’s why it’s called a “con- 
stitutional.” I can’t guarantee 
that you're going to like 
right at first. And you may or 
may not come back in a rare 
mood, depending on a number 
of things. Still, it will make for 
a sound night's sleep and a 
better day tomorrow 

You won't start out too spright- 
lv, but that’s all right. After 
four or five blocks, you'll lft

If you have a destination to 
walk ,to, fine—but if it can be 
avoided, don’t carry bundles 
Swing your arms.
